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RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

The Examiner has required restriction under 35 U.S.C. 121 to one of the following 
inventions: 

I. Claims 1 1-20, 24-30, drawn to a composition comprising salts of fatty acid; surfactant; and 
polysorbate, classified in class 424, subclass 401; 

II. Claims 1 1 - 1 9, 2 1 -22, 24-29, drawn to a composition comprising salts of fatty acid; surfactant; 
and film formers, classified in class 424, subclass 70.28; 

III. Claims 1 1-19, 23, 24-29, drawn to a composition comprising salts of fatty acid; surfactant; 
and etidronic acid, classified in class 424, subclass 70.23. 

Additionally, the Examiner requests that a single one of the following species of salts of 
fatty acids be elected: potassium laurate, potassium myristate, potassium 'palmitate, potassium 
stearate, and potassium oleate. 

ELECTION 

In response to the requirement for restriction and election of species, Applicants elect the 
invention set forth in claims 11-20 and 24-30 (the invention of Group I as identified in the 
Restriction Requirement) and potassium stearate as species of salts of fatty acids. 
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Currently at least claims 11-15,18-20 and 24-28 read on the elected species.
